You've got a good start to the application. I made some changes in the application and added some comments. The 
password remains the same. Some additional comments to consider when flushing out more of the application: 

1 ) Do not use the term KEY. Use removable memory device, or other similar generic language. Hopefully, Key can 
become a trademark for Segwave. If it is used in the application, it may prevent KEY from becoming a Segwave 
trademark. 

2) There are several items in the claims section which, although important in the description, are not really the material for 
claims. This includes items such as the fact that the Key can be used with any operating system. We can work more on 
these later as the description and the manner of operation is flushed out. After the next round, I can work up some draft 
claims. 

3) There is a typographical error in FIG. 3. box 100 - "start-up" should be "start-up" 
As far as the description is concerned, you may consider organizing it as follows: 

1 . Generally describe the key. what it holds and how it is connected to the computer. Actually, it could be connected to 
the computer in anyway, including a wireless IR connection. This includes FIGS. 1 and 2. 

2. Describe the operation system, by going through the flowchart of FIG. 3. This would also likely pull in FIGS. 4 and 5 
which show the different screens.

Attached is the latest version of the Segwave Key Patent. I have moved it along substantially from the last version. I have 
revised the description and added claims (in claim language format). There are still some areas that need to be define 
which are marked in the application. Some of these include the authentication of the storage device, synchronization of 
data between the storage device and the computer, and shut down of the computer prior to logging out of the user 
session. The drawings are generally the same as before. I have added an emergency cache to FIG. 1 (now FIG. 1 A); I 
have added a FIG. 1B which is basically a block diagram of a computer; and I revised FIG. 3 to remove OS functions from 
the flowchart (i.e., handshaking between the computer and the storage device), so that the flowchart now should be 
directed purely to the software. As you will see from my comments, the flow chart still needs to be updated, if necessary, 
to add synchronization, premature shutdown, and authentication of the storage device. FIG. 3 is getting fairly large and 
complex, and will be more so once these additional items are added. It may thus be necessary to break up FIG. 3 into 
sections and spread it out over 2 or 3 pages (in which case, there would be FIG 3A, 38, etc.). 

Let me have your comments. I have placed the application file in edit tracking so that we can track your changes. I can 
then combine all the changes here. With respect to FIG. 3. 1 will be glad to let one of you do it - 1 am a novice with VISIO. 
By the way, the password for the application is the same as before.
